1957 to 1958 


Reports to Members 


President 

The year just ended has again been one of progress. The 
new building is so well advanced that it may now be confidently 
expected that the main contract will have been completed by the 
time another annual meeting has been held. Despite the dis¬ 
organisation inseparable from building operations, attendance has 
once more broken all previous records. Membership is at a new 
high level. Collections have been well maintained. By way of 
inoculation — if such be needed—against undue complacency, 
there is still no assurance that the required lecture hall will be 
included in the present building scheme, the financial problems 
resulting from the contrast between rising costs and an almost 
static revenue remain with us, and the added responsibilities, as 
regards both staff and furnishings, which the completion of the 
new building will bring, are matters which will require most 
earnest and careful consideration in the years ahead. 

Visit of H.M. the Queen Mother 

The evening of February 3rd was a memorable occasion irr 
our history. Because the Town Hall was under repair, Auckland’s 
Civic Reception in honour of H.M. Queen Elizabeth the Queen 
Mother was held in our building, which provided an ideal setting 
for such a great occasion. The function itself was not. of course, 
under the control of the Museum Council, but Her Majesty dis¬ 
played very great interest in a small display of New Zealand 
alpine flowers, which Dr Cooper (with the help of other friends 
of the Museum, including some in the South Island) had been 
able to arrange, and in the Maori House, to which she paid a 
special visit, escorted by Dr Archey. Her Majesty also inter¬ 
rupted the more formal programme to pause by the “Spitfire”, 
and to admire the portrait of H.M. the Queen recently presented 
to Auckland by Sir Ernest Davis. These various “digressions” 
resulted in Her Majesty remaining in the building a full half hour 
longer than had been planned—to the very great delight of Auck¬ 
land citizens.

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Staff 

Resignations. Congratulations are extended to Mr and Mrs

Director, and Ethnologist, to the Canterbury Museum. Mr Tur¬ 
bott originally joined our staff in 1937, while his wife (at first as 
Miss Olwyn Rutherford) had been associated with us since 1932. 
Both Mr and Mrs Turbott are greatly missed, and a presentation 
was made to them by your Council as a mark of appreciation of 
their distinguished service to our Museum. 

Regretful note must also be made of the resignation (for 
private reasons) of Miss Pauline Boyd, at the end of fourteen 
years of most faithful service as secretarial assistant. 

Appointments 

Mr Trevor Bavliss has been appointed as Extension Services 
Officer, and Mrs Betty Brookes as Art Assistant. These two 
officers have not been with us long, but present indications are 
that the choice, in each case, has been an exceptionally happy one. 

Staff Superannuation Scheme 

After some years delay, negotiations have now been com¬ 
pleted, and a staff superannuation scheme is at last in operation, 
through the National Provident Fund Board. In conducting 
these negotiations, as well as in advising us as to the relative 
merits of different schemes, most valuable help was given by 
Mr H. M. Rogerson and it is a pleasure to extend the thanks of 
the Council to him. 

Spitfire 

It had been hoped that with the help of a grant of £200 
from the Department of Internal Affairs and the generous action 
of the New Zealand Conference Shipping lines in foregoing 
freight charges, it would he possible to defray all expense con¬ 
nected with the acquisition of the “Spitfire" without trespassing 
at all upon Museum Funds. Unexpectedly large packing and 
transport costs incurred in England left a liability of £208/12/-. 
Thanks to the generosity of an anonymous member of the Royal 
New Zealand Air Force and of Mr J. Seabrook. A.F.C.. Mr G. E. 
Myers, Messrs Campbell and Ehrenfried Ltd.. Mr H. M. Kirk. 
Col. C. Seaward, D.S.O., M.C.. Mr W. A. Fairclough, Mr W. 
Calder Mackay, O.B.E., M.C., and another donor, and a contribu¬ 
tion of £19 from the Brevet Club, a total of £129 has been 
contributed towards this expense, leaving a balance of only 
£79/12/- to be found by the Museum. 
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Old Colonists Museum 

Certain tentative discussions took place with the City Council 
as to.the possibility of this Institution taking over responsibility 
for the Old Colonists’ Museum. Various difficulties were found 
to exist, and the discussions were in consequence allowed to lapse. 

Financial 

The annual accounts reflect the Council’s purpose of setting 
aside something towards the heavy expenditure on display cases, 
floor-coverings, furniture and library-shelving for the new building 
extension. Over £800 was saved by temporary non-replacement 
of staff; purchases were made from reserves wherever possible, 
and other reserves have not been increased. A large contribution, 
£1,092, has come from the sale of handbooks and photographs; 
the cost of printing the current issue of the “Records" will, how¬ 
ever, offset the coming year’s revenue from this source, and savings 
generally will be difficult to achieve. The new show-cases reserve 
will therefore be but a small provision towards meeting the heavy 
capital expenditure soon to be met. 

As is well known to members, the bulk of the revenue upon 
which our Museum functions is now provided by local authorities 
in the Auckland Provincial District—in some cases under the 
direct authority of a parliamentary enactment, in others by volun¬ 
tary contribution.

Rockefeller Foundation 

The Museum has been made the recipient of a grant of 
$10,000 for research on the distribution of varieties of taro and 
kumara, and their utilisation by the peoples of Oceania. This is 
a much appreciated compliment, not only to the Museum, but in 
especial to Dr Robert Cooper, our Botanist, on whose behalf and 
for whose researches the grant was made. 

Gifts 

Appreciation is again expressed for many generous gifts, and 
in particular to Sir Ernest Davis for the Halliday portrait of 
II.M. the Queen, and for the promised portrait of Lord Freyberg. 
Strictly speaking, these two latter items are gifts to the people of 
Auckland, but they are to find their home in the War Memorial 
Museum. 

General

Chairman of the Trust Board 

Early in the year the executors handed over to the Board the 
assets of the Edward Earle Vaile estate, comprising mortgages, 
shares, four blocks of combined shops and dwellings and certain 
small country properties. Attention to properties to bring them 
into full revenue production is now making certain calls on the 
time of the Board. 

Investments have now reached the sum of £68,333/19/4 and 
properties some £70.000; the former are all in satisfactory 
trustee securities which have produced a slightly increased rate of 
interest during the past year.

Director 

The disturbed conditions referred to by the President have 
not been unwelcome, arising as they do from the rapid progress 
being made with the new building construction. Anticipating an 
early "break through” into the large store-rooms we have trans¬ 
ferred the office and the whole of the ethnographical and natural 
history collections from the ground floor at the back to the first 
floor display halls at the front of the building. Sixty-three large 
storage cupboards (they were show-cases in the Princes Street 
Museum) have been emptied and had the doors removed; eight 
had to be cut in half. A long and somewhat involved journey by 
the goods elevator and around the museum was followed by re¬ 
assembly and refitting of doors. The specimens are now being- 
re-arranged to await next year’s move to the new administrative 
block. Seven of the largest display cases in the Museum and 
much furniture and shelving have also been moved. This second 
considerable transfer was, as was that of last year, effected with¬ 
out mishap by Mr Stewart and Mr McGuiness. 

Dr Powell’s report tells of his conversion of large store cases 
to a smaller size better suited to the new storerooms. Dr Cooper’s 
contribution to “do it yourself” has been twenty-seven sections of 
book-shelving. 
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Each of the display cases in the exhibition halls immediately 
below the new construction has been covered with a sisalcraft 
roof; the leaks we feared have not so far occurred, but we have 
yet to experience the wetter winter conditions. We are hoping to 
be able to move the library in one operation, not two. It may be 
that the later lectures of the Institute syllabus will have to be held 
in some other part of the building. 

The Institute 

Last year’s lectures were fully attended — very much over 
fully in one case. We thank our lecturers for their most inter¬ 
esting presentation of the important subjects of their addresses:— 
Professor P. W. Burbridge. C.B.E., "The Atomic Nucleus and 
its Useful Reactions”; Professor N. A. Mowbray, “Engineering 
Application of Nuclear Energy and its Problems”; Dr P. Huck, 
“Medical Aspects of Nuclear Energy—Harmful and Beneficial"; 
Mr T. A. Rafter, “Radio-Carbon Dating in the Aid of Archaeo¬ 
logy. Oceanography and Geology”; Dr R. E. F. Matthews. “The 
Control of Virus Diseases in Plants and Animals;” Mr G. E. 
Minhinnick, O.B.E., “A Cartoonist.” 

The Sunday afternoon lectures were again well attended: for 
their participation in this service to visitors we thank: Mr P. J. 
Jew, “Parks and Gardens Overseas"; Mr C. C. Roberts, "Life in 
the Philippines”; Dr A. W. B. Powell; “An Expedition to Dutch 
New Guinea”; Dr G. Archey, “The Art in Maori Carving”: Miss 
E. A. Evans, “Early Auckland”: Dr C. B. Sherer, "Present Day 
Customs in Japan.” 


Astronomical Section 

The Society has joined its Trustees in an application to the 
Minister of Lands and to the City Council for approval of Mt. 
Hobson or Mt. Roskill, preferably the former, as a site for the 
proposed Sir Edmund Hillary observatory, and has transferred 
One Thousand Pounds to the Trustees in support. An early 
decision is expected. 

The following members of the Section have l>een made 
Fellows of the Royal Astronomical Society: Dr Corban, Messrs 
L. R. H. Beaumont, T. Rownthwaite. R. A. Stevenson, and L. A. 
C. Warner. Mr Beaumont was awarded the Murray Geddes 
prize by the Royal Astronomical Society of New Zealand for long 
service in educational astronomy. Roger Horrocks won for the 
third year in succession the Maurice O’Sullivan prize for Juniors. 
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The Amateur Telescope Makers Club contributed a fine 
display at the Western Springs Carnival. A senior prize for 
observational work has been instituted; observing sections have 
been formed, lunar and planetary, and considerable systematic 
observation should result.

Anthropology and Maori Race Section 

Although the lectures arranged by the Section were not so 
well attended as on some previous years, those present found 
them both interesting and instructive while the lively discussions 
at question time more than made up for the small numbers. 

During 1957 seven meetings were held, the first being at the 
Maori Community Centre where Dr M. Winiata welcomed the 
Section and introduced Mr H. Toka who gave a practical 
demonstration of Maori Carving. 

Lectures and Papers presented were: “Moa Hunters Ancient 
and Modern”, Air J. Golson; “Maori Land Purchases in the 19th 
Century". Air AI. P. K. Sorrenson; “Educational Assessment of 
Maori Children”, Miss L. M. Smith; “Indians of Arizona", Dr 
B. G. Biggs; “Maori Welfare”, a Panel Discussion; and Univer¬ 
sity of Auckland Students’ Papers by Mr A. B. Hooper and 
Miss E. Johnston. 

At the Annual Aleeting on November 25th 1957. the follow¬ 
ing were appointed officers of the Section; Patron, Dr Ian 
Hogben; Chairman, Dr B. G. Biggs; Hon. Secretary and 
Treasurer, Mr J. T. Diamond; Committee. Dr R. Piddington. 
Aliss L. Smith, Messrs V. F. Fisher. J. Golson, E. Grimes. R. 
Nayacakalau. R. Scobie, and J. Waititi. The membership of the 
Section is 82. 

Conchologv Section 

This section reports well attended monthly meetings with no 
slackening of interest. A popular move was an extension of the 
period reserved for the identification of submitted specimens. 

A number of reasonably well attended field days was held, an 
innovation being a series, under the guidance of a senior member 
of the section, designed to encourage junior members. 

The Manukau Harbour Survey continues with some interest¬ 
ing new records resulting from several field trips. 
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Bulletin Number 13, containing nine original papers, was 
published in November, and the monthly News Letter has in¬ 
creased to four pages.

Exhibitions 

The eight special exhibitions or displays arranged during 
the year presented aspects of the arts and crafts. During the 
Native Basketry exhibition demonstrations were given by Mrs 
Turbott to students and women’s groups. Mrs Turbott’s last 
exhibition before she left for Canterbury was a most attractive 
setting of eighteenth and early nineteenth century table silver. 
For this exhibition which was opened by Mr W. Wallace Gunson, 
period furniture was lent by Mr David Cooke. 

The Art of the Furrier, was arranged by the Furriers’ Guild, 
whose members gave almost continuous demonstrations of the 
different processes involved. Other displays were of Canadian 
hand-crafts, the Japanese Doll Festival and the current exhibition, 
Three Crafts (dyeing, spinning and weaving), by the Hand- 
weavers’ Guild. The Botany Department contributed a table of 
native plants used by the Maori to a horticultural exhibition in 
the Town Hall. 
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After a brief interruption, extension work has been resumed. 
New exhibits for country display have been prepared, selected 
material has been lent to Ardmore Training College, two displays 
of mounted birds have been completed for the Leys Institute, and 
preparations are in hand for a Museum stand at the Taumarunui, 
Hamilton and Whangarei Winter Shows. Forty-nine lectures 
have been given to Clubs and Societies by Dr Powell (12). Mrs 
Turbott (5), Mr Turbott (5), Mr Fisher (15), Miss Evans (4), 
and the Director (8). 

The Building 

Maintenance work in the building has included the painting 
of the steel girder system and the louvre framing of the Main 
Court skylight, painting of the canoe, Maori houses and carvings, 
the building of several partitions for temporary store-rooms, and 
the servicing of the steel window frames. New fluorescent lamps 
have been hung in the Maori Court. 

The Collections 

The most important additions have been the handsome Adam 
sideboard bought with Sir Alexander Johnston’s bequest, and 
English pottery and china; these were purchased for us (through 
the National Art Collections Fund) by Mr Ralph Edwards and 
by Mr Charleston of the Victoria and Albert Museum. A large 
private collection of Maori ornaments and implements was pur¬ 
chased from the Edward Earle Vaile Fund, the New Zealand 
Insurance Company has presented four large oak desks with 
stools, two display cases are the gift of Messrs Charles Palmer 
Limited and a member of the Institute has given a handsome 
office desk. The Rev. Canon Hubert Jones has presented a valu¬ 
able set of West Country County histories; an unusual and most 
interesting gift is the complete genealogy in fine scrip hand by 
Canon Jones himself, of his family from the time of Edward the 
Confessor. 

A complete record in rubber moulds of the extensive series 
of canoe carvings in the Kaingaroa rock shelter has been made 
by Mr O’Brien under arrangements with the National Historic 
Places Trust. They will make a most interesting display in the 
new arrangement of exhibits. 

Acknowledgment is also due for donations kindly made 
during the year by Mrs J. McLennan, Miss F. O. Godfrey, Miss 
T. P. Mills, Miss E. M. Stevenson, Messrs B. Sladden, G. F. 
Walker, L. J. Garlick and J. Fuller, and the Auckland

“Do it yourself" describes the major activity for the year. 
This refers to the removal of the department from the ground 
floor and its temporary installation in the Geology Hall on the 
first floor. 

To avoid packing, most of the material was moved personally, 
either by hand or with the aid of a three-decked waggon. Work¬ 
ing by night as well as by day and including two weekends the 
whole of the collections were moved without damage in three 
weeks. Some idea of the magnitude of the task can be gained 
from the following figures: Drawers of arranged specimens. 
2,560; material in cardboard store boxes, 9,820: spirit material 
in jars. 12.000: and books, 1,860 volumes. 

The move quickly demonstrated the unsuitability of the large 
4-door wooden storage cabinets which were fourteen feet long 
and eight feet high. These were moved to the Geology Hall with 
great difficulty, and it was soon evident that, when the need arose, 
it would be impossible to transport these cabinets intact to the 
new premises. 

In consequence it was decided to dismantle them and to use 
the timber to make a number of smaller uniform sized cabinets, 
which will present no problem in moving and will allow maximum 
flexibility for arrangement. By using much of the timber from 
the old cabinets the cost of new materials has been kept down so 
that the average of each of the 47 new cabinets is about £2. The 
completed cabinets now house the whole of the molluscan collec¬ 
tions and it is planned to construct about 25 more to accommodate 
the fish and invertebrate spirit material. 

The collections also are receiving a thorough overhaul which 
is involving much work in labelling and numbering specimens. 
The aim is to have the whole of the collections in first-class order 
by the time the new administrative block is ready for occupation. 

A considerable amount of work was involved in three com¬ 
mitments concerned with the Ninth Pacific Science Congress held 
at Bangkok last November. This work concerned secretarial duties 
and the organizing of two symposia but, unfortunately, at the 
last moment through circumstances beyond my control I was 
unable to attend. 

An invitation from the Pacific Science Association to act as 
Chairman of the Standing Committee on Zoology for the period 
prior to and during the Tenth Pacific Science Congress at Hono¬ 
lulu. in September. 1961, has been accepted. 
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In October last an invitation to Life' Membership of the 
Malacological Society of Australia was accepted. I have also been 
invited to be the guest speaker at the American Malacological 
Union Annual Meeting at Philadelphia in August, 1959. 

An important addition to the Molluscan collections was the 
arrival, of over six hundred species lots of Dutch New Guinea 
Mollusca from the Academy of Natural Sciences of Philadelphia 
being the Auckland Museum’s share of the “Gloria-Maris” 
Expedition. 

Five scientific papers have been completed during the year 
including two reports on the British, Australian and New Zealand 
Antarctic Research Expedition Mollusca and one on Kermadec 
Mollusca dredged by the Royal Danish Research Ship "Galathea." 
Also a third edition of “Shells of New Zealand” was published 
early in the year by Messrs Whitcombe & Tombs. 

Twelve lectures were given including one in the Museum 
Sunday afternoon series on the “Gloria-Maris” expedition to 
Dutch New Guinea. 

Parts one and two of volume five of the Records of the 
Auckland Institute and Museum have passed the final proof stage 
and this double number is due out early in April.

Ethnologist 

The collections increased by 510 specimens. Of special 
importance was a fine range of Maori material procured through 
the Edward Earle Yaile Trust Fund; it included two greenstone 
heitiki, a greenstone pekapcka, a bone comb, a bone flute, lioeroa 
and an example of the rare pouzvhenua. 

Normal activity in the department this year has been 
restricted owing to the major task of moving the research collec¬ 
tions to temporary quarters. The bulk of the collection were 
transferred to the New Zealand Bird Hall, but the Maori and 
Solomon Island stone implements were removed to the first annex. 
The whole of the material from the upright storage cupboards 
was packed in cases to facilitate easy removal. In addition seven¬ 
teen filing cabinets containing small specimens were moved, plus 
an assortment of clubs, paddles, model canoes and fish traps. 

Commander H. A. Haynes has given welcome assistance in 
all this activity and as well in the registration and cataloging of 
accessions and in technical services. 
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In co-operation with history students from Ardmore 
Teachers’ College under Mr and Mrs A. H. McNaughton and 
Mr H. J. Whitwell, nine days archaeological field work was 
carried out on an island site which proved productive. A brief 
visit was made to Ruatoria and to meeting-houses in the Gisborne 
area. A course of ten lectures on “Maori Life and Culture” held 
under the auspices of the Adult Education Centre attracted fifty- 
students. An additional two meetings at the Museum on Sunday 
mornings proved popular. Fifteen public lectures were also given 
to scientific and cultural groups. The Sunday afternoon lecture 
series was organised during September and October and suitable 
publicity arranged. Several broadcasts were given, and examina¬ 
tions conducted for Girl Guides’ Maori and Woodsman’s badges. 
During November a party of Christchurch Training College 
students visited the old hill fort Maungakiekie (One Tree Hill) ; 
following a talk on the Maori environment and a brief survey of 
local history an explanation was given of the earthworks and 
defensive system. 

Much material was borrowed by scientific and educational 
bodies. An experiment of the history department of the Ardmore 
Teachers’ College was of special interest. The Museum provided 
specimens which were exhibited in display cases and changed at 
intervals. Topics covered included Africa, Egypt and the Pacific 
Islands. Specimens were loaned to the Whakatane Historical 
Society, libraries, schools and dramatic societies. 

In April I attended the Fourth Biennial Conference of the 
Art Galleries and Museums Association, held in Wellington, at 
which I delivered the Presidential address, offered a paper on 
the detection of forgeries, served as chairman of the proceedings 
and was re-elected President for a further term. Throughout 
the year I have served as Deputy-Chairman of the National 
Historic Places Trust. As President of the New Zealand Archaeo¬ 
logical Association I attended the Second Annual Conference at 
Dunedin and delivered a paper on “The Classic Maori Culture 
of the Eighteenth Century.”

Botanist 

Dr and Mrs T. Rogers of Hamilton (on behalf of Mrs 
Spencer), have presented a large collection of water colours of 
New Zealand fungi and a fine set of wool samples dyed with 
native plants. Among other useful gifts were collections of native 
plants from Miss Jane Trevarthen, Messrs Colwyn Trevarthen and 
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John Edwards, kauri gum presented by Miss Ivy Ruddock and a 
set of European orchids from Mr E. D. Hatch. 

Mrs P. Hynes and Mrs I. Simpson have continued to give 
valuable assistance as honorary associate botanists for which I am 
very grateful. I am also indebted to Mrs K. Woods for adding 
many rare plants to the Museum collections. 

Owing to the building additions it was necessary to move the 
Cheeseman Herbarium to the Geology Hall. The collection is a 
very large one and it took several months to shift the cases of 
plants and to erect new shelving. I hope that it will be possible 
to complete the resorting and relabelling of the collection shortly 
so that it will be readily available for reference and study. Many 
visitors have called this year and it has been difficult to provide 
facilities for those who wished to use the collections. 

Throughout the year I have identified native plants for test¬ 
ing by the Auckland Cancer Research Unit. I have also made a 
number of field trips to assist with the collection of material. For 
this work the reference collections of the Museum are valuable as 
a source of information on where to search for particular plants 
and as an aid to identify them. A specimen of each plant which 
is tested is filed in the Museum collection in case it is required 
again. 

The leaflet “How to make a collection of Plants’’ has been 
rewritten and illustrated with line drawings by Mrs M. Ringer 
of Waiuku. 

A paper on the bibliography of New Zealand botany was 
contributed to the Ninth Pacific Science Congress at Bangkok 
in December, 1957. Another paper on variation in pohutukawa 
and rata will be published in the Museum Records.

Associate Entomologist 

Following the resignation of Mr E. G. Turbott, and his 
departure to take up the post of Assistant Director, Canterbury 
Museum, I was appointed as part-time entomologist in September. 

The insect reference collections have been moved and are 
now satisfactorily housed in temporary quarters. The main object 
since then has been to consolidate the New Zealand collection by 
integrating all available material. The caddis-flies (Trichopterdj 
had already been classified and. following the presentation of somt 
valuable dragonflies by Dr J. S. Armstrong, of Taupo, the dragon¬ 
fly (Odomta) collection was put in order. 
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Mr J. C. Watt completed the division of the new C. E. 
Clarke collection of beetles (Coleoptera) and the consequent dis¬ 
patch of half the material to the British Museum. He is now 
combining the old and new Clarke collections, a valuable service 
which will establish a very fine collection of New Zealand beetles. 
Mr R. W. Taylor is re-organising the Hymcnoptera (wasps, bees, 
ants) collection and, in particular, is working on ants. 

In March the three of us made a field trip to Mt. Ruapehu 
for the purpose of general insect collecting.

Librarian 

During the year 2,211 books and pamphlets have been added 
to the Library. Most of these are works on New Zealand and 
the Pacific, and include some early and rare accounts of Pacific 
exploration. In addition to published material, the library has also 
acquired on deposit two important collections of manuscripts. The 
papers of James Busby have been deposited by Mrs Wynne- 
Lewis, and the papers of Sir John Logan Campbell by the Corn¬ 
wall Park Trustees. These latter provide valuable information on 
Auckland during its first decade. Acquired by purchase was a 
collection of ten (10) watercolours of New Zealand scenes painted 
by Charles Hamilton 'Smith in the 1820’s. An album of drawings 
of St. John’s College, drawn by W. Bambridge in 1847 was 
donated by Sir Sidney Holland. This album was brought to New 
Zealand by Her Majesty the Queen in 1953 and given to Sir 
Sidney Holland. 

Except for about 1,000 items, cataloguing of the library is 
complete. The catalogued stock numbers nearly 30,000 books and 
pamphlets. 

Books borrowed by members numbered 3,019, and by other 
libraries 242. 

Exchanges are maintained with 273 institutions, and every 
year more requests are received for our Records and Bulletins. 
In most cases, considerably more is received, item for item, than 
is sent out. Through exchange of publications, the library 
receives many journals which are not held elsewhere, and it is 
worthy of note that about half of the requests received from other 
libraries are for journals received in exchange for Records and 
Bulletins. 

There has been a considerable increase in the use of the photo¬ 
graph collection, and many requests for prints have been received. 
Some progress has been made in the work of making contact 
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prints of all negatives, and this has not only reduced the handling 
of the negative, but also made the collection more useful. 

Miss Vivien Shaw left for England in July, and the position 
of library assistant was filled by Miss Margaret Conradi.

The year commenced with the appointment of two assistant 
education officers, one a replacement and the other an addition to 
the establishment, and a spate of inquiries on the set up of this 
department from overseas visitors who had been attending the 
A.N.Z.A.A.S. Conference at Dunedin. This culminated in the 
second term in the visit of Miss P. McDonald, Education Officer 
of the Australian Museum, in the course of a tour of duty of the 
local museums. 
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All schools in the regions of the Auckland and South Auck¬ 
land Education Boards were circularised of the activities of the 
department with pleasing results. As usual the hulk of the attend¬ 
ances came from schools within a radius of 100 miles south, and 
50 miles north, of Auckland. Despite internal adjustments in the 
Museum arising from building operations, the department with 
its new teaching staff, dealt with nearly 30,000 attendances, of 
whom 1,400 were taught,by their own teachers. The persistence 
of the attendances of provincial schools is proof of the general 
.acceptance of the scheme. Through the generosity of the Auck¬ 
land and South Auckland Education Boards, 25 more crates were 
supplied to this department to extend the loan display services to 
more provincial schools. 

The centennial of the Auckland Education Board was cele¬ 
brated by mounting displays in provincial centres and in the city, 
as well as by holding a week of open afternoons for parents at 
the Museum. The response was most gratifying. Nearly 8,000 
people attended during the celebrations. Almost 5,000 came while 
children were in the Museum, of whom more than 3,000 were 
present during teaching hours. The department was honoured by 
the presence of the Chairman and members of the Auckland Edu¬ 
cation Board, senior members of its staff, the Principal of the 
Auckland Teachers’ Training College, and the Superintendent of 
Education, Auckland.
